To raise such sums of money as may be deemed necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for laying out and repairing highways, 
building and repairing bridges, and for necessary charges arising 
within the town. 


ArT. 8. To see if the town will vote the use of the town hall. to 
the different societies in said town for expenses. 


ART. 4. To see what discount, if any, the town will vote to make 
on all taxes paid on or before July 15, TOU, 


ART. 5 To see if the town will vote to allow the selectmen to 
deliver the inventory blanks at the time of taking the inventory. 


ART. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure state aid for the permanent im- 
provement of highways under the law passedat the January session, 
1905. 

ART. 7. To see if the town will vote to license a junk dealer/ 


ART. 8. To see if the town will vote to accept $100 in trust, the © 
interest to be expended annually for the care of the Meacham lot in 
Hope Hill cemetery. 

ART. 9. To see if the town will vote to accept $100 in trust, the 
interest to be expended annually for the care of the Thomas D. 
Howard lot in Forest Hill cemetery. 


ART. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to repair the highway leading from Snumshire to Cheshire bridge, 
commonly called Lover’s Lane. 


ArT. 11. To see what action the town will take toward providing 
a sinking fund to pay the town water bonds when the same becomes 
due, and what appropriation the town will make therefor. 


ART. 12. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the 
improvement of the highway leading from Sullivan Street past the 
residence of O. D. Cummings and from Sullivan Street past the resi- 
dence of G. D. Nourse. 


ART. 13. To see what salary the town will vote to pay the collec- 
-tor of water rents. 


ART. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the preservation and renewing of the shade trees 
of the village streets. 
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ART. 15. To see what action the town will take toward providing 
a site for a soldiers’ monument, and what appropriation the town will 
raise for said site. 


ART. 16. To see what sum of money the town will raise to grade 
the ‘‘Common’’ at South Charlestown. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for oiling Main Street or otherwise laying dust on same. 

Art. 18. To see what disposition the town will vote to make of the 
. old road scraper. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to instruct the water com- 
missioners to construct, manage and maintain at the expense of the 
town, a water system for the village of North Charlestown, for the 
purpose of furnishing to the people of said village a supply of pure 
water for domestic and public purposes, for the extinguishment of fires 
and all other uses, and authorize said commissioners to take. and hold 
by purchase any property or property rights in said town necessary 
therefore, if the same can be so purchased on reasonable terms, for the 
benefit of said system, or if the same cannot be so purchased to take 
the same by right of eminent domain. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to issue bonds in the name 
of the town and sell the same, or borrow money on the notes on the 
credit of the town for the purpose of raising money with which to pay 
the expenses of constructing a water system for the village of North 
Charlestown. 


Art. 21. To see what action the town will take in regard to pur- 
chasing five hundred feet of hose for the use of the fire department at 
North Charlestown village and raise and appropriate money therefore. 


Art. 22. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

This has been done, and an extra after- 
noo and evening added that books may be exchanged. So 
that books may be exchanged on Monday, Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoons and evenings.

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Report of the Board of Health

During the past year there has been one case of 
typhoid fever which originated in Claremont. 

A few cases of diphtheria two of which originated from 
an epidemic at Rutland Vt., and one, the origin of which 
could not be traced. 

Also two cases of scarletina, probably the result of the 
premises not having been disinfected, following the appea- 
rance of the disease in the same place about twelve years 
before. The above cases all recovered. . 

There have appeared also two cases of polio mylitis— 
infantile paralysis—one of which recovered, and one, it was 
said, developed pneumonia soon after it’s return to New 
York City and died. , 

- The degree of contagion of this disease seems to be 
surrounded in more or less obscurity but is probably similar 
to penumonia in the degree of its infection. The most 
unfortunate sequel being the greater or lesser degree of 
paralysis that almost invariably occurs to the limbs of the 
victim. Formerly it almost invariably occurred in children 
under ten years of age. | 

But in very recent years the same ora similer disease 
has developed in young adults, and occasionally in older 
persons. 

Some medical authorities believe there isa difference 
between the present form of the disease and the variety 
that has occurred prior to recent years. 
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We would like to again call your attention to the 
danger from the common house fly. Although just at 
present he is inactive it will soon be summer weather again 
and he will be omnipresent. Look out for him and keep 
him away from everything that you eat or drink. 


The day of our ancestors who believed him to be 
healthy, has passed and we are beginning to recognize the 
fly as one of the greatest germ carriers. 


Another importent step of the present time is an en-_ 
deavor to have all milk producers care for their stables 
and their cows in such a manner that their milk shall be 
free from dirt and healthy in every way. | 


A person who deliberately shoots down a fellow man 
pays the penalty by his own life, but no less guilty is he 
who by neglect or wantonness places upon the market any 
product of food or drink that is a menace to the health of 
the consumer. 


The last test of our public water supply made at the 
State Laboratory of Hygiene at Concord, N. H., was 
satisfactory in every particular. This test was made in 
September, 1910. 


If the time ever comes when we can have our sewerage 
removed by a modern sewerage system our little village 
will be hygiencally upon an equal footing with any town 
of any size.

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Report of School Board 


The year now closing appears to have been one of 
steady, good work all along the line: 


THE HIGH SCHOOL 


By far the most serious question that your School 
Board has had to consider this year was that which resulted 
in the closing of the ‘‘high’’ school. It was fairly crowded 
out by the pressing necessities of the grades. 


The year opened with the largest first grade—entering 
class— ever known in town, one far beyond the best esti- — 
mate we had been able to make. It made the accommoda- » 
tion of the grades in three rooms, as was the custom, 
impossible, and it became necessary to use the high school 
room for the grades. It was ‘“‘necessary’’ because the 
state law makes school attendance compulsory up to the 
age of 14, and the district is therefore compelled to furnish 
suitable accommodations for all children of school age. 
This left the “‘high’’ school without a room, and the dis- 
trict treasury had no funds for renting and furnishing one. 
It then appeared to the School Board that no course was 
open to them but to close the school. On careful consider- 
ation this step commended itself from the facts that the 
school was in no respect on a par with any high school in 
the vicinity; it lacked the approval of the state educational 
authorities; and it had been demonstrated by experience 
that it was impossible to bring a one-room, one-teacher 
school to the standard required of all high schools. It 
_ appeared a wrong to the pupils that their time should be 
wasted in.a poor school, when schools of the highest grade 
were within their reach. It appeared a wasie of the 
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public’s money to expend it in the maintenance of such a 
school. It was thus that your School Board decided to 
close the school. 


_Now to state the result of the experiment. While the 
step has received a certain amount of natural criticism, it 
is certain that a majority of those directly interested— 
meaning the pupils themselves and their parents—are well 
satisfied. It is known that these pupils are studying bet- 
ter than ever before; they show an awakened interest in 
their school work; and they are fired by an ambition to do 
well that is a direct result of better teaching, better class 
facilities, and the stimulating influence of the larger 
schools they attend. These pupils will continue to feel the 
influence of this better schooling as long as they live; they 
will be better citizens on account of it. When itis added 
that these inestimable advantages have been secured for 
them at less expense to the district than the continued 
maintenance of the “‘high’’ school would have caused, it 
will appear that, from this point of view at least, the step 
was justified. 


THE SNUMSHIRE SCHOOL 


The Snumshire school was closed on account of small 
attendance, and its pupils are attending the village 
schools. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The closing of these two schools resulted in a slight 
saving of money, and this enabled your School Board to 
extend the transportation system. . The Snumshire 
children were brought to the village, and the Burrough 
children to Farwell school. This has been expensive, and 
may be criticised by those who bear in mind that no trans- 
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portation is required by law; that the School Board is not 
required to carry any child any distance at all, either to or 
from school. On the contrary, the School Board has full 
authority, by arrests, fines and imprisonment, to force 
parents and guardians to send their children to such 
schools as are provided. But your School Board is un- 
willing to proceed to harsh measures unless their authority 
is openly defied. The case in the Burrough was an unusual 
one. Aman lived far beyond walking distance of the 
school; he had no team; but he wanted his children to 
attend and was willing to do what he could to that end. 
In such a case the Board feels bound to consider that, in. 
the eye of the law, children between the age of 6 and 14 
are wards of the state. Their parents do not have the 
right to do with them as they may please. For, the 
children must be fitted for good citizenship, and to that 
end the state commands that they shall attend school, and 
attend it the full time it is taught each year. It is well, 
then, that the School Board should co-operate with well- 
meaning parents in transporting their children. This is the 
foundation of the entire transportation system, with the 
object of equalizing educational facilities, and its extension 
this winter in a quarter hitherto untouched has, we think, 
been logical and proper. The present expense in the 
Burrough will be borne only during the winter term. 
With the spring term the children will be expected to walk 
a good part of the distance. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT 


An element of far-reaching influence for good is the 
fact that in our Superintendent the schools have the 
advantage of professional and expert supervision. The 
constant oversight of every school in town by a man 
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educated to the profession and devoting his entire time to 
it, is an advantage never enjoyed by our schools until the 
present supervisory district was established some eight 
years ago. Our schools are now, as a result, graded by 
modern methods, and the pupils in each grade move 
forward on a level with pupils in the same grades in other 
schools. That is to say, under our expert supervision and 
with modern ideas in teaching, we are now doing as much 
and as successful work in our schools as is accomplished 
anywhere. This could not be done under less able super- 
vision. The benefits far outrun the cost, which is merely 
normal. The advantage of the superintendency, asa fixed 
idea, should be evident. . 


SCHOOL GROWTH 


Each school report for. the past 3 years has contained | 
pointed reference to the growth of schools in the village, 
and the certainty that additional school-room would soon 
be needed. To repeat this for the fourth time should 
emphasize the matter all that is necessary—especially as 
the ‘‘high’’ school has already been forced out of the 
schoolhouse by the growing grades. The present year we 
have 128 pupils in the four rooms—an avarage of 32 to the 
teacher, which is about all that any teacher, under modern 
methods, can properly instruct. The entering class next 
fall will again be large, and the number of pupils in the 
grades then will approximate 150. What to do for these 
children who, under the law, must be taken care of, is a 
question for the district to speedily and seriously consider. 


APPROPRIATION RECOMMENDED 


In conclusion your School Board recommends that the 
district raise and appropriate the following sums for the 
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maintenance of the schools, as now operating, during the 
coming year:

SCHOOL BOARD. 


Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


The School Board of the District of the Town of 
Charlestown, 


Members of the Board:—This year I have condensed 
my report largely into the three following tables which will 
_contain, I think, the more important matters relating to 
our schools on which the Superintendent is supposed to 
report. It will be necessary to add only a few words. 
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Although more than half of our teachers are new to 
Charlestown this year still the work has been taken up in 
an earnest spirit and carried forward very efficiently. 

It will be seen by one of the tables that all our 
teachers now are either graduates of a Normal School or 
else hold a State Certificate. This fact should improve 
the work over past years and also will make a material 
addition to the District treasury. 

South Charlestown will this year also prove to be the 
banner school for absences, but up to date I think. it can 
be said truthfully that the absences have been due to 
epidemic and other sickness, almost entirely. 

At the opening of the fall term the Snumshire school 
proved to be very small. The numbers for different 
reasons dwindled after the school began to five or six. 
With such a small number the best of teachers cannot 
maintain a proper degree of interest in school work. 

I think it was altogether the part of good judg- 
ment to convey the few remaining pupils to the village 
school and close the one in Snumshire as the School Board 
did and Superintendent advised. 

There is always a natural feeling of reluctance on the 
part of parents when it is proposed that their children go 
farther from home to school. But let me assure such 
parents that their children are getting sufficient additional 
benefit to more than compensate for the change. Itis no 
~ small advantage in the way of comfort AND HEALTH that 
children may have the use of warm toilet rooms, of effi- 
cient janitor service by a man of mature judgment, of the 
personal care of a grown person during the noon hour and 
of the instruction of professionally trained teachers. 
These advantages are not always given due consideration, 
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specially the first three, but they are of very great impor- 
tance in the training of children. 

In each one of the four rooms in the school building at 
Charlestown village there have been thirty or more pupils. 
The number has been increasing each year for several 
years past. 

With genuine appreciation of the support and help I 
have received from School Board, teachers and citizens 
this, my sixth report is

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Report of the Supervisor of Music 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Probably few realize how important it is to have 
training in music while one is young. 


Very few can acquire any real technic after twenty, 
and if nothing is done in music until after twenty-five it 
becomes almost impossible to achieve any pleasure what- 
ever. 


In our schools in the first grade we find over half of 
the pupils cannot sing any tone we give them on coming 
to school for the first time. If these little monotones are 
allowed to go on without help for only a few years they 
become hopeless. On the other hand, if patience and 
sustained effort are brought to bear all monotones, except 
perhaps three or four per cent, can be cured, and many 
times in the writer’s experience these monotones have 
become strong and even leaders in their classes. 


In the Charlestown schools the progress this year in 
actual work done has been more than we had even hoped. 
There is not a single room that is not strong in our subject. 


A real interest awaits us on our visits which shows a 
healthy and genuine enjoyment. Whena boy is interested 
in skating he will learn to skate. When he is really inter- 
ested in music he will learn to sing or play. 


If you would follow us, perhaps with our violin, and see 
how the enjoyment of the lesson pays for the hard work 
done since our previous visit, how the eyes sparkle and 
perhaps a repressed clapping of the hands, you would 
appreciate how much the music lesson means as_ such, and 
how much it adds to school life in general. 
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What can we say to our fellow teachers by whose 
effort our subject succeeds, whose pavlence and Suppor 
is always forth coming. 

We will only say they are co-operating with us i hie 
music into the lives of many who otherwise would be shut 
out of the world of song altogether.
